Seeding of all grain crops. in 
the province js now practically 
completed. A small amount of 
oats and barley seeding remains 
to be done, but the znd of the 
month will see all crops in the 
ground (except green feed) 
which is considerably earlier ‘than 
in former years. 

Conditions continue to be gen- 
erally satisfactory. The weather 
since last report thas been show- 
ery, attd most of the districts in 
the province ‘have Denefitted 
thereby. Precipitation for May 
to date has ranged from half an 
inch in most of the districts to 
nearly two inches in the Grande 
Prairie and Peace River territory, 
In the south-eastern district, 
tere have been good local show- 
ers, but no general rains. Grass 
and wintér rye are in need of rain 
but other crops are looking well. 
There thas been no further ser- 
ious damage from soil drifting 
or from pests. Winter wheat 
has come through without oss. 

In the south-western district 
there has been some rain, and the 
bathe crops shave a good start, 

ut dry conditions prevail gener- 
ally and rain ts needed over prac- 
tically alk df this section. Win- 
ter wheat is looking well and rye 
is headed out. 

In the more central and north- 
ern territory pxecipitation has 
been somewhat theavier, and all 
crops are showing good growth. 
Lamage from cutworms, wire 
worms and grasshoppers thas been 
reported ‘to a ‘small rxtent in cer- 
tain limited areas, but generally 
speaking there appears to be no 
further fear from this quarter of 
serious intBrfertaee with the 
growth of Whe crops. 

In the irrigated areas in the 
south ‘the first crop of alfalfa is 
approaching the ‘harvest period 
and is in excellent condition. 
Thinning of sugar beets has com- 
menard, All firrigation opera- 
tions are proceeding briskly. 

Reports indicate that there thas 
been considerable increase in 
Brain acreag:, particularly wheat, 
in certain localities, but the gen- 
eral increase throughout the pro-

DECLARES STRIKE 


“WAS DISASTROUS 
TO LABOR CAUSE 


London.—Severe criticism of the 
Keneral strike was voiced by Frank 
Hodges, secretary of the International 
Miners’ Federation since 1925. In a 
press interview he characterized the 
strike us “a disaster motivated by 
blind passion to try out a machine 
which, though perfect on paper, took 
no account of simple human nature 
and economic forces.” 

He declared that the gigantic ef- 
fort of the ‘Trades Union Congress 
Was a mere toy in the presence of the 
economic facts and social forces with 
which it was confronted, 7 

Mr. Hodges maintains that the 
miners’ present fight is “a fruitless 
and tragic sacrifice against inexor- 
able economic facts,” and that prudent

Gold Deposits Found 
| Near Arctic Circle 


Ore Bodies Were Discovered By 
Electrical Prospecting Methods 
Stockholm.—New gold deposits, 

classed as fourth in the entire world, 

have been discovered by electrical 
prospecting methods developed by 

Hans Lundberg and Karl Sundberg, 

,mining engineers, at Boliden in the 

province of Vesterbotten, not far soutn 

of the Arctie Circle. 

Altogether 84 ore bodies have been 
lecated in this region, all covered by 
glacial drift, swamps or lakes, 

One deposit was traced through the 
ice at the bottom of a lake 30 feet 
down. 

Besides gold these ore bodies have 
been found to contain copper, silver, 


arsenic, sulphur and pyrites. 


Germany Changes 
Loan Market 


U. S. Has Been Superseded By Britain 
and Holland 

Jerlin.—The United States, which 
has long been about the only money 
lending market available to Germany, 
has been superseded by Great Britain 
and Holland, says 2 report by the Dis- 
conto Gesellschaft, one of the large 
Rerlin banks. The report shows that 
Germany, since January 1, raised 
loans ageregating 2,650,000,000 marks 
$730,965,000), of which 1,980,000,600 


marks were raised abroad and 670,- 
,O00,000 at home,

What then, to put th: matter 
at its lowest, is the minimum— 
the irreducible minimum—of pub- 
lic service tthat anyone who, as- 
pires to be a good citizen owes to 
his country? It is, surely, that 
the should’ Hep a close and vigil- 
ant eye on political and  muni- 
cipal affairs; that the should in- 
form thimself of them in all their 
bearings; tthat he should give 
help tto thl men who seem to ‘him 
to be worthy of help, and that 
he should oppose the men whom 
he thinks worthy of condemn- 
ation. That, it seems to us, is 
the irreducible minimum of pub- 
lic servig> that a citizen owes to 
the country—and, if ‘he pays that 
irreducible minimum, such . pay- 
ment is more important to the 
country and its interests than the 
superficially-minded world think 
possible. 

Then: are few worse sighs in 
a country than widespread apathy 
over public affairs; and there 
are few better signs than an_alert 
and intelligent interest in such 
affairs, Even #the irreducible 
minimtinn of which we are ‘speak- 
ing means much. But, of course 
the more wwe are, each of us, im- 
bued with the spirit of public 
duty and public service, the bit- 
ter—the better for our country 
and also for ourselves, For it 
is the most ennobling ‘human 
motive that can, guide our actions 
and while we shall hip the coun- 
try by observing it, we shall also 
help ourselves, 

Life in itself consists of but 
two certain parts—the bisth and 
the grave. Betwean these two 
points lies tthe whole area of hum- 
an choice and human opportunity. 
Any man may embellish and 
consecrate it if the will, or he may 
fit it lie stagnant and dead.
